The  highest  degree  of  convenient  and  comfortable  rail  travel,  with 
restful  river  and  ocean  journeys,  is  combined  in  the  following  trips  selected  at 
random  from  the  seventy-five  circle  tours:  Through  the  charming  lake  country 
of  Indiana  and  Southern  Michigan,  through  lower  Ontario,  “the  Garden  of 
Canada,”  to  Toronto  or  Kingston;  by  steamer  through  the  Thousand  Islands 
and  the  Rapids  of  the  Beautiful  St.  Lawrence  River  to  Montreal,  with  possibly 
a side  trip  to  quaint,  old,  historic  Quebec,  thence  through  the  Green  Mountains 
of  Vermont  to  Boston;  returning  via  the  Sound  Line  Steamer  to  New  York  and 
from  New  York  home  over  the  direct  route,  with  stop-overs  at  Niagara  Falls 
and  other  points  of  interest.

GOING  VIA  GRAND  HAVEN  AND  RETURNING 
VIA  CHICAGO 

Tickets  reading  via  Grand  Haven  to  Boston,  via  Tours 
Nos.  1,  6,  8,  11,  12,  13,  14,  1.5,  20,  21,  25  and  26,  also  to 
New  York  via  Tours  Nos.  30,  31,  34,  35,  38  and  42,  in  addition 
to  a number  of  other  routes  shown  herein,  may  be  routed  on  the 
return  trip  via  Chicago  at  an  additional  charge  of  $2.04. 

From  Milwaukee — Tickets  should  read  via  Crosby  Trans- 
portation Company  (steamer)  to  Grand  Haven,  thence  Grand 
Trunk  Railway  System  and  connections  via  any  of  the  tours 
named  herein.  (Meals  and  berth  extra.)

1917. 


RETURN  LIMIT 


Tickets  will  be  of  so-called  iron-clad  form,  requiring  vali- 
dation at  destination,  at  which  point  Terminal  Agent  of  line 
via  which  ticket  reads  returning  frorri  destination  will  validate 
for  return  passage  by  stamping  back  of  ticket  in  space  provided 
thereon  for  that  purpose.  Tickets  will  be  valid  for  return 
passage  leaving  destination  on  date  of  validation,  that  will 
enable  passenger  to  reach  original  starting  point  not  later 
than  midnight  of  60  days  from  (not  including)  date  of  sale,  but 
in  no  case  will  Final  Return  Limit  exceed  October  31,  1917. 

Tours  Nos.  69ard  70  to  Parry  Sound,  Ont.,  cover  both  thirty- 
day  and  October  31st  limit  tickets.  Tours  Nos.  18  and  24  to 
Boston,  Tours  Nos.  71,  72,  73  and  74  to  Winnipeg,  Man., 
and  Tour  No.  75  to  St.  Paul,  bear  limit  of  October  31,  1917. 

Circle  tour  tickets  to  Mobile,  Ala.,  New  Orleans,  La.,  Gal- 
veston, Texas,  and  Havana,  Cuba,  bear  six  months’  limit. 


CHILDREN 

Children  of  five  and  under  twelve  years  of  age  will  be 
charged  one-half  fare,  adding  when  necessary  to  make  through 
fare  end  in  “0”  or  “5.” 

Under  five  years  of  age,  free,  when  accompanied  by  parent 
or  guardian;  except  that  the  following  arrangements  apply  on 
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steamers  of  Mallory  Steamship  Company,  New  York  and  Cuba 
Mail  Steamship  Company,  Southern  Pacific  Company-Atlantic 
Steamship  Lines -New  York -New  Orleans- Havana  Service  and 
United  Fruit  Company. 

“Mallory  Steamship  Company — Children  under  five  years  of 
age,  occupying  berth  with  parent  or  guardian,  free,  except  that 
not  more  than  two  children  under  five  years  of  age  in  one  family 
will  be  carried  free.  The  carriage  of  more  than  two  children 
under  five  years  will  require  the  payment  of  one-half  fare  on 
steamer  line,  for  each  additional  child;  full  fare  between  NewYork 
City  and  Mobile,  Ala.,  is  $35  and  between  New  York  City  and 
Galveston,  Texas,  is  $4'5.” 

“NewYork  and  Cuba  Mail  Steamship  Company  (WardLine)  — 
Children  under  five  years  of  age,  occupying  berth  with  parent 
or  guardian,  free,  except  that  only  one  child  in  each  family 
under  five  years  of  age  will  be  carried  free.  Full  fare  between 
NewYork  and  Havana  is  $40.” 

“Southern  Pacific  Company  - Atlantic  Steamship  Lines  - 
New  York -New  Orleans  Service — Children  under  five  years, 
free,  except  that  only  one  child  in  each  family  under  five  years 
will  be  carried  free.  For  each  additional  child  under  five  years 
one-half  steamer  fare  (viz.  $21.25)  between  New  York  and 
New  Orleans  will  be  charged.” 

“Southern  Pacific  Company -New  Orleans  - Havana  Ser- 
vice— Children  of  five  years  of  age  and  under  twelve  will  be 
charged  one-half  the  adult  fare;  children  under  five  years  of 
age,  occupying  berth  with  parent  or  guardian,  will  be  carried 
free,  except  but  one  child  under  five  years  of  age  in  each  family 
will  be  carried  free.” 

“United  Fruit  Company — Children  three  years  of  age  and 
under  five  will  be  charged  one-half  of  the  adult  steamer  fare. 
One  child  in  each  family  under  three  years  of  age,  free,  when 
occupying  berth  with  parent  or  guardian,  and  not  occupying 
seat  at  table.” 

Twelve  years  of  age  and  over,  full  adult  fare. 

Tickets  sold  for  use  of  children  five  years  of  age  and  under 
twelve  years,  should  be  stamped,  endorsed  or  punched  “1-2;” 
one  ticket  so  designated  for  each  child;  in  no  case  will  one 
whole  ticket  be  issued  for  transportation  of  two  children. 

In  conformity  with  immigration  law  of  Cuba,  children 
fourteen  years  of  age  and  under  must  be  accompanied  by  parent 
or  tutor,  or  met  at  the  customs  house  in  Havana  by  a parent 
or  tutor,  otherwise  the  authorities  will  return  them  to  point 
of  embarkation.

RIVER  TRIP

Tour  No.  24,  which  bears  final  return  limit  of  October  31st, 
only  $3.00  extra  is  charged  if  steamer  is  used  Toronto  or 
Kingston  to  Montreal,  on  tickets  sold  at  Chicago  and  Milwaukee, 
and  $1.50  extra  on  tickets  sold  at  Grand  Rapids. 

This  optional  privilege  must  be  procured  at  time  of  pur- 
chase of  ticket.

Hudson  Company,  between  Plattsburg  or  Hotel  Champlain  to 
Montcalm  Landing,  will  be  honored  on  the  steamers  of  the 
Champlain  Transportation  Company  without  extra  charge.

Hudson  River  Day  Line  Steamers — Tickets  reading  via 
the  New  York  Central  Railroad  between  Albany  and  New  York 
will  be  available  via  the  Hudson  River  Day  Line  steamers 
at  the  option  of  passengers.

FREE  SIDE  TRIP  TO  BUFFALO

SIDE  TRIP  TO  QUEBEC 

Passengers  holding  tickets  reading  via  Montreal,  who  desire 
to  visit  Quebec,  may  obtain  side  trip  from  Montreal  to  Quebec 
and  return,  optional  rail  or  steamer  in  one  or  both  directions, 
at  an  additional  charge  of  $7.35.  This  side  trip  may  be  included 
in  through  ticket  at  time  of  purchase  or  may  be  obtained  at 
Montreal.
